The aolion of tbo LcgiBlaiivo Council 
n voting $3500 for the assistance of Fe- 
male Immigration has nfrordod universal 
BatiBfactlon thronghout the colony ; for 
the want of domestics isqoite as severely 
:feU in the country districts as in the city. 
Small and insignificant as the grant may 
appear to those who are accnstomed in 
other colonies to Vote ten times that 
■amoont yearly to farther similar objects, 
it is nevertheless the nucleus from which 
great and good results may spring. It is 
a seed dropped la the right spot— a germ 
from which we may confidently expect 
large and steady additions to our population 
of a permanent character. At present 
there aie in this colony two grave obsta- 
cles to a rapid increase of population, 
The first of tl'.eso obstacles is found in the 
scarcity of women in the agricultural dis- 
tricts to win by their influence and exam- 
ple the settler and miner from nomadic 
and improvident habits and convert thorn 
into steady-going and prudent members 
of Fooiety. The second obstacle is found 
in the dilTicnlty of obtaining domestics at 
a rate of wages that families of moderate 
means can afford to pay. Hence we find 
in this colony hundreds of delicate women 
who are forced, while rearing young fami- 
lies, to overtask their strength and ruin 
their health in the performance of house.* 
hold work, to do which, in England or 
elsewhere, on limited incomes, they ex* 
perienced no difficulty in procuring two 
servants at about one-fourth tbe rate one 
■ervant demands and receives here. The 
object of the grant, then, is twofold : to 
provide experienced and faithful servants 
for families at a moderate, yet just, rate 
of compeosation, with the ultimate design 
of elevating the moral tone of the colony 
and securing a permanent population by 
providing our settlers with competent 
helpmates. It is perhaps not exceeding 
the mark when we say that were one hun- 
dred and twenty well^recommended girls 
to arrive from England to»day they might 
all be placed in good sitnations before 
three days had elapsed. The intention 
.of Government, however, is to limit tbe 
number first assisted to sixty ; but should 
tbe scheme result well (as we hav« not 
tfie'sllgbtest doubt it will) and the de-> 
mand inoreasci to double the number as-> 
sifted every sncceeding year. The utmost 
care and discrimination will be required 
in tbe selection of the girls to be sent 
pnt ; &nd the most careful person acting 
as emigration agent at London would be 
liable to be imposed npon. The advica 
of Miss Rye, who baa contributed 
much to the growth cf Anstralia, and has 
lately provided three hundred female 
domestics for Canadian families at a rate 
of wages averaging three dollars per 
month (i; might be invoked. That; lady 
would doubtless cheerfully co-operate in 
forwarding any scheme having for its 
object the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the many thousand respect- 
able poor girls in ibe mother country who 
are destitute of the commonest nocea- 
sariea of life, and who would gladly 
exchange their present for positions oJ 
comparative aflluence in British Colum- 
bia. At Victoria, a Board of Immigra-> 
tion should bo entrusted with the duty of 
receiving applications, disbursing the 
monies and providing for the comfort of 
the young women on their arrival. 
In order to ensure regularity on 
shipboard, a matron should bo provided 
for every forty girls, or a married 
oonple could easily be found who 
would engage, in consideration of an 
assisted passage, to tako charge of the 
girls on the voyage out. Viewed 
Irom every standpoint, wo can discover 
no reason why there should be tbe 
slightest fear entertained of a failure 
of tile project, whl«li appears to be 
one of, tbe wisest and best in its proB„ 
ent and prospeotive advantages that 
has secured tbo favorable attention of 
our legislatare.

Mr. Ring 
thought it was mere special ploadiog to laUe 
obieoiior.s to the day on which tbo names 
were affixed J ii ie snffioient that they are 
there and most be taken as correct nrless 
the reverse can be ihown. Dr Helmokeii 
had TOltd lor tbo reton i in of tho other pro- 
test on broad giounds in order lo admit the 
righ*j of ptoiifi, and the oppoti ion 
he had met with from certain geotlcmon 
WiB quite unexptcted by h m and he thought 
both Illiberal aod unfair, H ha bad wished 
to rule by lorce he could have had the other 
protest etiuck oui. When pr. Ualt contained 
certain atatemiiQis it was tho duly of the 
House to show in what tbay were iocorreci, 
and they were perfectly aware that tliu 
Btatemaiita were fulso. " May" had nolhuig 
todowiihlbat House, If they wars lo be 
gnided by "Hay" the protests would all be 
wrongly entered, because they ahouid be en- 
tered 00 the clerk's book and not on the 
Journals of the House; the clerk oopise tham 
into the Journals afterwards. Aa to the 
Bigoalurea not being appended, he oared 
nothing about tbai, be had signed tbo docu- 
ment himself ni the time and that Hua snlli 
cient. The first protest wan of very Utile 
oooseqnence, but if it was, by ruiuioiog the 
second protest they would have t'le antidote 
along with tbo baoe, Mr Alaloii did not lliink 
they had any rule on the subject of proteaU lo 
guido tiitrii but common aerso end if they 
look ibal lor a guide just now tbey would 
expunge the second pvolott. If Dr liijlinc- 
ken bad aoy objection to tba first bo ou,iht 
to have voted to have jt expunged. Air 
Trutch thought Dr. Holmoken and Mr. 
Drake wrong whan thev voted lo retain the 
firal, but it certainly woolJ be aeoiost com- 
mon sonao t) ritjin the second. Mr. Rob- 
aan, io reply, euid tbo Attorney General had 
tikon a utianga couibs in deciding to vote fur 
the reteoiiun of the last protesl aa be had 
determined to make tho House ridiculous in 
order that he might obtain soma rule oi 
standing order from the Governor. If there 
was DO rnio in ' May' agaiott tbe protest of 
the majority it waa because ' May' never 
conterai lucd such an abuse of ihe privilege. 
The President suid be bad be'n rolerred t) in 
reiatioQ to his rul n^ on (oriner oocasions, 
and be oocl I only say that, so for as he knew, 
there was uo rule ragoidiog proieatp, and 
where < May' bad been referred to it wa^ 
only quotuc by him to Bsaiat the Home fci o 
dociaioD. He regretted lo say lhat the votea 
of ibe Houaa bad been somewhat ooniradic- 

tory voting one day one thing and anotber 

day another. Tbo Humo then divided, wbnu 
the numbers were— in lavor ol coofirraing 
the minntes and reteining Iho saoond pro- 
test, 12; against It, 8. iVlr, llolbrook gave 
notice of moiiin for a select comuiittee iu 
relation to piivata bill?. Dr. Helmokeo 
iniroduced a bill to incorporate the members 
of the congre;;atioQ of St. Andrew's Church, 
Lcavo waa ^iveii aod tbo bill rend a first 
lime. Mr. King moved to ask tho Governor 
that $3000 for the repairs ol bridges and 
roads at Nanaimo be appropriated.

Mr. llot)8ou'n 
motion relating to payment of arrears to 
school toaobars ui Jer the old systam, waa 
negstiTCd. A diBitieaion on Dr. Holmoken a 
moiiin for evening sittings oooupied a oon- 
giderabl - time und waa ultimately agreed to, 
Tho Municipal Amendinoni Bill was brougbfc 
np for second reading; iia provisions were 
Biroogly objected lo aa giving power lo in- 
crease taxation unreasonably, and on tbo 
wrong items. It waa uliimaiely read a 
second time. The Attorney General intro- 
duced the Road Bill and the Volunteer liiH, 
which were severally read a firat time.

laioing " startling revelations," but did not 
furniih any detaili of bit evideDce, A 
Washington ourrcspoodeut of the New fork 
Herald, under date of January 14ih, feivos 
ine aubjnined ou'lioe of what Martin in- 
tended to reveal: 

Mariin boasts that be has some very dam- 
aging information lhat he can farnish tbo 
Committee, and declires that he derived hie 
knuw ledge of tbe bosiaesa from a oeriain 
centlemao formeil^ conocct.'d with the State 
bepartmeot, whose duties required him lo 
iroDalato documanta Irom foreign languages 
into Enj-'lish. This genllamao, it ia alleged, 
bad opporlunitioa of perusing records and 
papers iu tbo departmeul Dol acceaaiblo lo 
everybody, and, being an obaerving man. 
capal>l3 ol pulling Stray facts Into juxtiposi- 
ijon and 6nding results, his suapic ona were 
awakened in relation lo lha Alaska job, and 
tua eurio ity led him to a private investiga- 
ion. The chain of evidenoo ho thus formed 
be considaia highly Piitisfactory, ond when 
ha had what he conti lered nndoubled evi - 
deooo ol the iraDsactions referred to ho ca!L;d 
on the Secretary of Stale, and worned him ol 
the cooaequcncaa ol ao exposure, and bad 
liii information pooh-poohed by Ibot illus- 
trious diplomat. Not long after, however, 
tho geiitiamaii waa ollercd a socroi mission lo 
.\lB.\ico to aeccitiln for our goverumtol what 
lii id of govornment the Mexicans desired. 
1 give the above and what lollowa without 
pritondiog lo state fiat it is even probably 
true, but (imply as the stalemeut of a man 
who represents that be knowa what ho ia 
about, and as somdthing for Iho Invis'iga- 
liog Oorainiit:e to work upon. According 
to Maitm's alutomant, which is al least 
worthy of being tillted, while tho Alaska 
treaty was being negooialed, Seward ex 
pressed lo Baron Stoeckl doubts as to the 
chances of g(t;ing Iho matter through Con- 
griHi, and advised the latter to do somotbiiig 
lo oil tho wheels of legiilativa machinury.
